Reasons for Allowance 
The prior art does not show or suggest a lacrosse stick head wherein each of the 
sidewalls of the head structure has a separate and distinct flap having an upper and 
lower portion which is coupled to said sidewall and extending inwardly towards a 
centerline wherein said flap is utilized for channeling a lacrosse ball into a decreased 
pocket sized area in addition to the other elements of the structure claimed.
